To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Fylde  Biiral 
District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  I have  much  pleasure  in  laying  before  you  the  Report  of  the 
Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Fylde  Rural  District,  during  the  year 
1903. 


The  area  of  the  district  comprised  under  the  term  of  the 
Fylde  Rural  Sanitary  District,  up  to  April,  1903,  was  39,172  acres, 
but  at  that  time  Bispham  was  made  into  a separate  Urban  District. 
Owing  to  this  the  area  was  diminished  by  1,433  acres;  therefore, 
the  area  now  under  the  supervision  of  the  Fylde  Rural  Sanitary 
Authority  is  37,739  acres,  over  which  is  distributed  a population  of 
10,479  persons.  This  I will  have  occasion  to  refer  to  again. 
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Owing  to  the  excessive  amount  of  rainfall  during  the  year 
there  has  been  an  increased  death-rate  in  the  low-lying  districts  of 
Great  and  Little  Marton,  which  are  unprovided  with  proper  drain- 
age. Diseases  such  as  Phthisis,  Bronchitis,  Eheumatism,  with  their 
sequelae  Heart  Disease,  &c.,  are  prone  to  occur. 

Cottage  Accommodation. — In  regard  to  this,  there  are 
several  districts  where  there  is  a great  deficiency  both  in  quantity 
and  quality.  In  consequence  of  this  there  is  a considerable  drifting 
of  the  labouring  classes  towards  the  neighbouring  town.  This  is  a 
very  serious  matter  for  the  agriculturists  as  well  as  for  the  labourers 
themselves,  as  labour  is  thus  rendered  more  expensive  and  difficult 
to  obtain.  I may  mention  in  connection  with  this  matter  that 
when  old  cottages  are  pulled  down  or  fallen  into  decay  either  no 
new  cottages  are  built,  or,  if  they  are,  in  a great  many  instances 
they  are  occupied  by  people  who  are  not  in  any  way  connected  with 
agriculture,  and  in  many  cases  the  houses  are  too  large  and  the 
rents  too  expensive  for  the  agricultural  labourer  to  live  in  them.  I 
would  beg  to  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  large  landowners 
to  this  matter.  To  these  conditions  is  owing  the  depopulation  of 
certain  villages. 


SECTION  I. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  72  cases  of  Infectious  Dis- 
eases notified.  The  principal  prevailing  diseases  have  been  Diph- 
theria and  Scarlet  Fever;  the  former  28  and  the  latter  25,  the 
remaining  number  being  made  up  of — Small-pox  three  cases.  Mem- 
branous Croup  five.  Erysipelas  three.  Enteric  six,  and  Puerperal 
two. 

Diphtheria. — Twenty-eight  cases  in  all.  This  number 
compares  very  unfavourably  with  last  year’s,  viz.,  four.  The  increase 
this  year  is,  in  my  opinion,  due  to  the  exceedingly  wet  season,  as 
25  of  these  cases  occurred  in  the  Blackpool  and  Lytham  sub-dis- 
tricts (16  and  9 respectively).  Certain  portions  of  these  districts 
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are  very  low  lying  and  become,  after  heavy  rains,  impregnated  with 
disease  germs,  the  sewerage  becoming  crowded  into  the  already 
overflowing  ditches  and  drains,  and  often  forced  along  with  the 
surface  water  into  the  interior  of  the  houses,  hence  catarrhal  com- 
plaints become  very  numerous. 

This  is  a subject  well  worthy  of  the  serious  consideration  of 
all  Rural  Sanitary  Authorities,  who  should  not  be  remiss  in  seeing 
to  the  removal  of  all  stagnant  pools  and  ditches  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  dwelling-houses,  and  otherwise  rendering  the  drainage  of 
their  districts  as  thorough  as  possible.  This  condition  is  very  appli- 
cable to  Great  and  Little  Marton  ; but  I am  glad  to  see  there  are 
some  signs  of  this  state  of  affairs  being  removed. 

I might  also  complain  about  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  the 
water  supply  at  certain  portions  of  your  district,  especially  in  Great 
and  Little  Marton.  In  Marton  the  inhabitants  have  to  depend  to 
a great  extent  upon  ditches,  wells,  and  stored  roof-water,  which  is 
frequently  situated  under  the  worst  of  hygienic  conditions.  I 
understand  mains  are  contemplated  being  laid  by  the  Fylde  Water 
Board  in  a portion  of  the  Marton  district.  Let  alone  the  vital 
importance  of  a necessary  supply  of  good  and  pure  water  to  the 
inhabitants  themselves,  it  is  easily  seen  that  it  is  a matter  of  public 
well-being,  as  some  of  the  persons  living  in  these  districts  supply 
neighbouring  towns  with  milk. 

Of  the  Diphtheria  deaths  (two  in  number)  one  occurred  in 
Little  Marton  and  one  in  Carleton ; both  at  their  homes. 

The  other  three  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred — one  each  in 
Newton-with-Scales,  Freckleton,  and  Carleton.  The  Newton  case 
was  due  to  untrapped  drains. 

The  Freckleton  case  was  due  to  bad  water  supply  and  an 
offensive  ditch  near  the  house.  This  is  receiving  necessary  attention. 

The  Carleton  case,  which  terminated  fatally,  could  not  be 
accounted  for  except  by  supposed  contact  with  other  cases  at 
Bispham, 
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Scarlet  Fever. — Of  this  disease  there  were  25  cases 
notified,  a considerable  decrease  on  last  year’s  number,  viz.,  76.  Of 
the  25  cases,  11  of  these  occurred  in  the  Kirkham,  9 in  the  Black- 
pool, and  5 in  the  Fleetwood  sub-districts.  Of  this  number  three 
only  proved  fatal ; two  from  Weeton  died  in  Moss  Side  Hospital, 
one  in  Marton  (at  home).

Typhoid  Fever. — Of  this  disease  six  cases  were  notified: — 


Treales  3 

Bispham 1

One  of  these  terminated  fatally,  from  Bispham,  in  the  Moss  Side 
Hospital.  The  cause  of  these  cases  was  defective  drainage. 


Small-pox. — Three  cases  notified,  two  from  Treales  termin- 
ated fatally,  the  other,  also  from  Treales,  recovered.  This  disease 
was  imported  from  Preston  during  a visit  two  weeks  before  the 
onset  of  the  illness.  When  called  in  by  the  medical  attendant  I 
offered  to  vaccinate  or  re-vaccinate  the  other  members  of  the  house- 
hold, and  got  the  patient  removed  to  the  Joint  Hospital,  where  she 
died.  The  sister  of  the  patient  refused  to  be  vaccinated,  took  the 
disease,  and  died  in  Hospital.  The  servant  man  was  re-vaccinated 
and  took  no  harm.  Another  servant  man,  of  whom  I got  no  inform- 
ation in  spite  of  full  inquiries,  went  to  his  home,  developed  the 
disease,  was  removed  to  Hospital  and  recovered. 


Vaccination  and  re-vaccination  were  performed  throughout 
the  village,  and  all  precautions  were  taken  locally  and  generally  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  this  loathsome  disease,  and  successfully. 

Erysipelas. — Three  cases  notified : one  in  Newton-with- 
Scales,  one  in  Freckleton,  and  one  in  Staining;  none  of  which 
proved  fatal. 
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Croup  and  Membranous  Croup. — Five  cases  notified : 
one  in  Westby  (fatal),  four  in  Freckleton  (three  fatal).  The  cause 
in  all  defective  drainage. 

INFECTIOUS  HOSPITALS, 

Two  in  number  : one  at  Moss  Side,  the  Fylde  Joint  Isolation  Hos- 
pital; the  other  the  Small-pox  Hospital  at  Els  wick,  a joint  Hospital 
for  Preston,  Garstang  and  the  Fylde. 

The  Moss  Side  Infectious  Hospital. — There  have  been 
admitted  in  all  93  patients,  viz.  : 71  Scarlet  Fever,  16  Typhoid  and 
6 Diphtheria.  The  districts  they  have  been  admitted  from  and  the 
diseases  are  as  follows  : —

On  looking  over  the  above  table  and  referring  to  your  own  district 
in  particular,  you  cannot  help  but  notice  that  some  of  the  townships 
have  made  but  very  little  use  of  the  Infectious  Hospital ; as  per 
example,  Marton  had  16  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified,  and  of  these 
only  two  were  sent  to  the  Hospital.  Then,  again.  Little  Marton 
had  9 cases  notified  of  Diphtheria,  and  none  sent  to  the  Hospital. 
I think  with  such  a Hospital  in  the  district,  and  carried  on  so  suc- 
cessfully, that  it  is  a great  mistake  not  to  take  greater  advantage  of 
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it,  and  thus  minimise  the  amount  of  infection  in  each  township. 
When  I mention  that  of  the  93  cases  treated  during  the  year  in  the 
Hospital  only  four  terminated  fatally,  I consider  that  there  is  a 
great  inducement  to  have  cases  removed  there  at  once  when  disease 
breaks  out. 


SECTION  II. 

POPULATION. 

Last  year  the  population  of  your  district  was  given  as 
11,350.  I now  estimate  it  for  the  year  under  review  as  10,479; 
but  up  to  the  15th  of  April,  when  the  township  of  Bispham-with- 
Norbreck  became  an  Urban  District,  the  estimated  population  was 
11,479.  In  calculating  the  various  averages  the  change  in  popula- 
tion has  been  taken  into  account. 

Births. — The  births  registered  numbered  287,  or  35  fewer 
than  in  the  preceding  year.  Of  the  population  this  will  give  a 
birth-rate  of  26*7,  as  compared  with  28-3  in  1902.  Of  these  142 
were  boys  and  145  girls.  Distribution  in  the  four  registration  sub- 
districts was  as  follows  : —

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MORTALITY. 

Deaths. — The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  district  amounted 
to  156,  but  the  figures  require  correction  by  the  deduction  of  three 
deaths  of  non-residents  which  occurred  in  public  institutions  in  the 
district  (Elswick  Hospital  two  from  Small-pox,  and  Moss  Side  Hos- 
pital one  from  Enteric  Fever),  and  the  addition  of  six  deaths  of 
residents  registered  in  public  institutions  beyond  the  district  (five 
in  the  Fylde  Union  Workhouse,  and  one  in  the  Victoria  Hospital, 
Blackpool).  The  nett  deaths  at  all  ages  belonging  to  the  district 
were,  therefore,  159,  and  this  gives  a death-rate  of  14‘7  per  1,000 
of  the  population,  against  13 '9  in  the  year  1902. 

Zymotic  Death-rate. — The  deaths  from  the  seven  princi- 
pal Zymotic  diseases  amounted  to  16,  equal  to  a rate  of  D48  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  The  deaths  were  as  follows  : — Small-pox 
two.  Scarlet  Fever  three.  Whooping  Cough  one.  Diphtheria  and 
Membranous  Croup  five.  Enteric  Fever  one,  and  Diarrhoea  four. 

Phthisis  contributed  nine  deaths  against  twelve  last  year, 
the  deaths  per  1,000  being  0*83  as  compared  with  P05  in  the  pre- 
ceding twelve  months. 

Respiratory  Diseases,  including  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and 
Pleurisy,  gave  rise  to  20  fatalities,  or  a rate  of  D86  per  1,000. 

Infantile  Mortality. — Thirty-six  deaths  occurred  amongst 
children  under  the  age  of  one  year,  giving  a rate  of  125  per  1,000 
registered  deaths.

I feel  that  I ought  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  heavy 
Infantile  Mortality,  viz.,  125  per  1,000  registered  deaths.  These 
deaths  are  all  under  one  year  of  age,  and  are  I consider  due  to  a 
great  extent  to  the  children  being  nursed  out,  so  that  the  mother 
can  follow  her  employment  in  the  mill.  As  a consequence  the  in- 
fant is  taken  from  its  warm  bed  early  in  the  morning  and  carried 
in  all  kinds  of  weather  to  the  house  of  the  nurse,  thus  predisposing 
to  respiratory  diseases.  As  well  as  this,  the  improper  feeding  of 
infants  tends  to  increase  the  infantile  mortality. 


SECTION  III. 

GENERAL  WORK. 

I have  had  occasion  during  the  year  to  close  the  following 
Schools — Clifton,  Marton,  Little  Marton,  Treales  and  Newton — 
owing  to  certain  diseases  being  prevalent  in  their  districts.  I may 
say  that  it  is  difficult  to  get  the  parents  of  children  suffering 
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from  the  slighter  infectious  diseases  to  isolate  them  properly,  thus 
spreading  the  disease  ; also,  that  they  are  remiss  in  the  care  and 
treatment  of  such,  thus,  as  in  measles,  tending  to  the  production  of 
more  serious  sequelae  such  as  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  Ear  Diseases. 

Wrea  Green  Sewerage. — In  regard  to  this  there  has  been 
a great  deal  of  consideration,  and  a deputation  formed  of  several 
representatives  of  the  District  and  Parish  Councils  have  met  at 
Wrea  Green  and  made  certain  recommendations  which  have  not  yet 
been  carried  out. 

jMarton  Water  Supply. — I am  pleased  to  say  that  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  with  the  Fylde  Water  Board  to  extend  their 
mains  along  Division  Lane,  Sandy  Lane,  and  to  the  property  in  the 
vicinity  of  Stockydale,  all  of  which  have  been  badly  supplied  with 
water,  being  dependent  on  ditches  and  stored  roof  water.  I hope 
soon  to  see  mains  extended  to  other  parts  of  Marton  and  to  Little 
Marton,  where  the  supply  is  neither  of  good  quality  nor  sufficient 
in  quantity. 

Flooding  oe  Marton. — This  has  been  due  to  excessive 
growth  of  vegetable  matter  in  the  ditches  at  the  lower  parts,  also  to 
want  of  sufficient  cleaning  of  these  ditches.  I am  glad  to  see  that 
action  is  now  to  be  made  by  the  Parish  Council  to  have  this  con- 
dition of  affairs  removed.  This  condition  was  the  prime  agent  in 
the  cause  of  the  prevalence  of  Diphtheria  in  the  district. 

In  Little  Marton  an  inspection  of  the  district  was  made 
on  account  of  the  occurrence  of  several  cases  of  Diphtheria,  and  it 
was  found  that  the  tank  from  a farm  overflowed  into  a ditch 
running  along  the  road  side  upon  which  the  children  going  to  school 
had  to  pass.  This  was  remedied. 

Slaughter-houses  have  been  inspected,  and,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  one  in  Freckleton  (which  was  condemned)  have  been  found 
satisfactory. 


Bake-houses. — No  complaints. 
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I have  examined  13  samples  of  water;  as  a result,  six 
notices  for  new  supplies  have  been  served. 

In  the  course  of  my  inspections  I have  been  compelled  to 
condemn  four  houses  during  the  year  owing  to  their  insanitary 
condition,  and  in  other  cases  have  had  to  get  considerable  improve- 
ments effected.

MAIN  WATER^COURSES. 

These  have  again  been  inspected  and  the  brook  at  Dowbridge 
cleaned  out.  Spen  Dyke,  at  Marton,  owing  to  the  excessively  wet 
season  has  for  several  months  been  standing  nearly  full.  The  Parish 
Council,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  took  the  matter  in  hand  to  try  and 
get  it  satisfactorily  cleaned  as  the  weather  permits.

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  take  pro- 
ceedings in  two  cases  and  these  for  non-abatement  of  nuisances.
